SHANGHAT. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 5th April ; the French 
mail from London, Feb. 16, arrived out on the 3rd April. The 
following summary of the news is from the Worth China 
Herald :— 

The Imperial acknowledgment of the message concerning 
Tseng-kwo-fan's death was received at Nanking on the 28th 
March. It is said to be very gracious and sympathising. The 
great Viceroy’s remains are to be buried at the public expense, 
and a Commissioner will be sent from Peking to represent the 
Emperor at the funeral. The family are to be escorted to their 
home at Hunan with great state ; and I'seng’s eldest son is to 
succeed to his title of Karl. Ho, the present Futai of Kiangsu, 1s 
to act as Vicerey, and it is thought possible the appointment may 
be confirmed. 

New brooms sweep clean. One of the first acts of the late 
Taoutai, now happily gone{to Hunan, was to issue a proclamation 
forbidding women to worship at the Loong-hwa Pagoda, as is 
their custom during the third moon. The new Taoutai has just 
followed the example. He considers the practice to be highly 
immoral, and threatens to punish severely any who may dare to 
disregard the prohibition. The priests, also, at the temple, will 
be rigorously dealt with if they permit female worshippers on the 
premises. The whole thing, as we have before explained, is pure 
verbiage ; women will go there just as much asever. It pro- 
bably does not}lie within the Taoutai’s power, much less within 
his desire, to stop a festival which is made the occasion of a 
general picnic by the whole country side. 

The Taoutai has issued the following proclamation, in regard to 
the sale and shooting of game during the hot season :—Shen, by 
Imperial decree Honorary Provincial Treasurer, Superintendent 
of Customs of the Province of Kiang-nan and Intendant of the 
Circuits of Su-chau-fu, Sung-kiang-foo and Tai-tsang-chow, 
issues the following proclamation :—I have received a letter from 
the U.S. Consul-General, H.E. Mr. Seward, of the llth day 2nd 
moon, llth year of Tung-chi, in which it was stated that the 
Municipal Council has requested that the sale of the different 
kinds of game should not be permitted during the spring and sum- 
mer, and after the 15th of this month (c<., 23rd March), and 
the U.S. Consul-General requested me to issue a proclamation of 

rohibition to that effect. 1 have not only replied to this letter, 

ut I think myself in duty bound to issue a proclamation to that 
effect, and I hope that all the people living within the settlements 
will obey accordingly. eee this, Tung-chi, 11th year, 2nd 
moon, 12th day, (20th March 1872). rw 

The foundations are being prepared for the new British Consu- 
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late. In digging up the eld ones, the plate was found recording

Underneath were the usual coins—a George IV. and a Victoria 
shilling, a William IV. sixpence, and an East India Oompany’s 
half-cent d. 1845. 

In the Mixed Court, another of the Chinese implicated in the 
attack on Messrs. Farnham and Rohl has been convicted. This 
man, & collector of taxes from the fishermen, named Pao-lau-erh, 
was proved to be a ringleader. When the party arrived at Chuen- 
sha, he had spied out the purpose of their visit, and, it is believed, 
went down and excited the villagersof Poo-mwan-tang to attack 
them. It was proved that he had been present there, and that 
when after Mr. Farbham’s Chinese employes had been tied up and 
beaten once, and the villagers, beginning to fear the consequences, 
were disposed to let them go, he persuaded them to resume the ill- 
treatment. He wassentenced to receive 200 blows, andergo one 
month’s cangue before Mr. Farnham’s house, and to pay to 
the Chinese maltreated. The Taoutai has confirmed this sentence, 
together with that on Chang-wen-hiang, reported by us last 
week. In that issue we noticed also that a military man- 
darin, named Cheng-ting-tsie, was convicted of complicity 
and handed over to the Taoutai for punishment ; he has 
now been degraded. Two soldiers who were taken into custody 
with this man, when he was arrested, have been set at liberty ; it 
having been shown that they were not in the village at the time 
of the attack. A Chinese was sentenced to eighty blows on the 
mouth (which we think should have been protested against as 
cruel) and 200 on the thigh. A second man was sentenced,to ten 
months’ imprisonment in the Chihsien’s prison, and another to be 
cangued for two weeks. Altogether nine people have been tried, 
of ‘whom six are thus convicted and ipl eas of ; nineteen, how- 
ever, still remain to be tried, so that the whole of the charges 
arising out of the affair will take some time to settle. 

The Norna reports that while on the passage from Swatow, 
the weather being very thick, she ran ashore off the N.K. end of 
Chookea, in the Sarah Gally Channel, Chusan group. Everything 
having been got in readiness to leave her should she prove to 
be seriously injured, Captain Mooney succeeded in backing 
off, when it was found that a leak had been caused be- 
tween the forefoot and foremast. As the leak did not, however, 
appear to threaten immediate danger, Captain Mooney resolved 
to proceed on his voyage, using the means at his command to 
keep the water under, and holding the boats in readiness to be 
taken to if required. Fortunately this did not become necessary, 
and the steamer proceeded safely till the next morning, when, a 
heavy cross sea rising, she rolled so much that the starboard gun 
went by the board, and the leak became so seriously aggravated 
that at midnight, when the harbour-master’s hulk was reached, 
it was resolved to beach her, there being eight feet of water in 
the fore compartment. She has since been taken off by the 
tugs Orphan and Bunker Hill, which brought her safely into the 
Old Dock. 

The barque Rifle, which left here on the 29th March, collided 
with a junk anchored outside the Beacon the same evening. It 
is alleged that the junk displayed no light, while the weather 

- was thick and dark at the time. The Rifle had her starboard 
forecastle stove in abaft the cathead. The damage is estimated 
at about Tls. 1,100. No lives were lost. 

There was a mistake in the translation we published last week 
of the important memorial lately addressed by Prince Kung and 
his colleagues to the Emperor, regarding the position of foreigners 
in China. Instead of the passage, ‘‘ There has been no intention 
on the part of the peaceable and well-conducted to wrong (the 
people of) China ; and the officials and people of China have on 
their part behaved with all civility ;” the translation should run, 
“There has been no intention on the part of the well-conducted 
and peaceable to wrong (the people of) China; and towards the 
officials of China also they (the well-conducted foreigners) have 

- behaved with all civility.” , 

A meeting of shareholders in the China and Japan Marine 
Insurance Company has been held. The accounts show a balance 
available for distribution at the end of the year of Tls. 98,089, 
after providing for all possible outstanding losses and claims. It 
was resolved, in future, to pay, first, a dividend at the rate of 12 
per cent. to all shareholders, to return two-thirds of the re- 
mainder to contributors, and to carry the remaining third to 
reserve. 

A meeting of trustees and subscribers to the Chinese Hospital 
has been held. The accounts show a balance in hand of Tis. 526. 
Mr. Francis was elected a trustee, in the stead of Mr. Cameron, 
and Mr. Alabaster, a member of the committee, in tha stead of 
Mr. Hanbury. 
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Entries for the 8. V. 0. Spring Rifle meeting have been closed . 
The number is about the same as last year. The representative 
team for the season, to meet any challenges, will be selected from 
those members whose scores show the best average in the ap- 
proaching competition. 

The first Regatta of the S. Y. C., for the Club Cup, came off on 
the 30th March. Five yachts entered, but only four started ; 
the Phantom won easily. 

The following is from the Shanghai Courier :—~ 

We are informed on official authority that era How has 
been appointed a member of the Tsung-li-Yamen at pg: 

It is stated that M. Anuecke, the Charge d Affaires at Peking 
for Germany, wil] shortly visit Shanghai for the purpose of con- 


ferring with the merchants, prepara! to the revision of the 
Prussian Treaty. From Hong Kong we learn that Mr. Wade also 


contemplates visiting the ports on tour of inspection. 

The Transit-Pass question has been advanced an important step 
by the issue of a notification by the Taoutai of Chinkiang, to the 
effect that all foreign merchandise shall go absolutely free of in- 
land duty into every part of the interior of China on payment of 
the half-duty fixed by treaty, and that passes will be issued in- 
differently to Chinese and foreigners. This is the first time the 
settlement of the vexed question of Transit-dues commutation 
has been acknowledged in any official proclamation of the Chinese 
Government. 

We hear that a well-known commercial man, who has the ad- 
vantage of being also an accomplished ;Sinologue, has imported a 
cylinder printing press and all the necessary plant and type to 
enable him to start a Chinese newspaper on @ much broader basis 
and with a more extensive scope than anything that has preceded 
it. It is intended for the Chinese generally, and will be circulated 
in every part of the Empire where agencies can be established. It 
will contain commercial news, reports of legal cases, and general 
intelligence likely to interest the Chinese; and a number of liter- 
ary Chinamen of advanced views have been engaged to indoo- 
trinate the Chinese into the public discussion of all questions of 
general interest. 

The steamer Parana has brought an immense supply of material 
for the engineering and shipbuilding operations of the arsenal at 
Kaouchang-meaou. Among other things there are fifteen immense 
armour plates weighing many tons each, intended, we presume, 
to enable the mandarins in charge to make initial experiments in 
the construction of ironclads. 

During the last two weeks the competitive examinations for 
the ores, frre Asien have been going on at the Examination Hall 
near the Little East Gate. Four days were occupied, intervals of 
rest being allowed. About 250 students came forward, of whom 
nearly 200 passed, and were encouraged to prepare for the pro- 
vincial examination at Sunkiang. 





HONG KONG. 

Dates extend to the 11th April. The outward French mail of 
1st March arrived out April 10. 

The Governpr, Sir Richard MacDonnell, left by the present 
mail. It is presumed that his health would not permit a longer 
detention. Sir Arthur Kennedy was due on the 16th April. A 
public dinner was given to Sir Richard at the Town Hall. Con- 
siderable dissatisfaction existed that no invitations were sent to 
the press. We are without any report of the proceedings at the 
bre What reason the committee had for this course is not 
stated. 

On the departure of Sir Richard MacDonnell the China Mail 


says :— 

‘We would offer a few words of farewell to one whose best efforts 
have, for a long period, been devoted to local interests. The 
chairman, at last evening’s dinner, most happily hit s national 
weakness in remarking that his Excellency having not wona- 
turally failed to please everybody, on all occasions, had really 
preserved one of our most dearly-cherished privileges—the right 
to growl. We may fairly claim to have participated in i 
privilege, and our expression of regret at 'H.E.’s departure will 
not therefore be deemed the less sincere. Improved police, im- 
proved roads, waterworks and telegraphs, piracy suppressed, public 
solvency in place of insolvency, and many other benefits too 
numerous to detail at length, are the outward visible signs of 
the success of an administration as honourable to his Ex- 
cellency as it has been beneficial to the colony. Of the pre- 
sent experiment for the suppression of gambling we may speak 
hopefully, though sufficient time has not yet elapsed to permit us 
to pass a definite judgment—its recent inauguration being in our 
eyes its chief defect. Taken asa whole, Sir Richard MacDonnell’s 
career in Hong Kong has most fairly earned the sincere gratitude 
of the colony, and in expressing our concurrence with the com- 
plimentary anguage addressed to him yesterday we but endorsa 
the general feeling of the colony. That he may have a pleasant 
passage home, there to meet his family and friends in the enjoy- 
ment of good health, that he may be spared to rise yet higher in 
the service of which he is so efficient a member, we most sin- 
cerely desire. May Hong Kong ever find a Governor as zealous 
for its honour and position, as careful of its finances, and as able 
a ruler of men as Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell ! 

The Daily Press says :— 

H.E. the Vice-Admiral Sergio de Souzs, aide-de-camp of his 
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Majesty the King of Portugal, and ox-governor of Macao, arrived 
here by the steamer Poyang, accompanied by over thirty of H.E.’s 
-q,.ds, among them the Viscount do Cercal, Mr. L. Marques, 
(president of the Municipal body), Baron do Cercal, Secre- 
tary Castro, Captains Balsemao, Baracho, and Corte Real, and 
Messrs. B. Fernandcs, Carneiro, Rosa, Pachecos, &c. During 
the passage several hearty toasts were drunk to the tunes of the 
Macao band, which had been specially sent over. The concourse 
of people on the wharf at Macao, several ladies included, was 
very large, and loud were the vivas raised, to be drowned only b 
the noise of innumerable bombs and crackers—the offering of a 
the Chinese merchants, who, numbering over fifty, had each that 
morning wished “a good wish” to H.E. As the Poyang steamed 
out, three of the forts on the passage saluted and dipped their 
ensigns. Few governors had such a “ Bota fora,” and carried 
such evident demonstration of respect and sympathy. Impartial 
people confess they could not have had a milder or more concilia- 
tory governor ; in fact, H.E. has erred by being too lenient. May 
H.E. from the high position he is going to reassume, by his sove- 
reign’s side, always show an interest in the welfare of Macao. 
A guard of honour from the 10th Regiment awaited H.E., who 
landed under a salute from the battery.

The following is a translation of this address :— 

Congratulatory address upon the good government of his Kx- 
cellency Sir Richard Graves MacDonnell, Knight, Governor for 
Great Britain over the Island of Hong Kong, commander of the 
-land and sea forces. 

From the time when Governors began to come to Hong Kong, 
we consider our Governor MacDonnell is the chief. Since he has 
taken up his post at Hong Kong he has been most active and 
loyal. Being leader he has looked carefully after those employed 
under him, and has behaved with toleration towards his subord- 
inates. His officers have cordially assisted him ; the police have 
carried out his orders without presuming to impose or deceive ; 
but doing their duties with strictness evil doers have hidden all 
traces of themselves ; his benevolence and goodness have imbued 
themselves in others. He has put a stop to and done away with 
the passion for gambling. 

Having pity on us Chinese people, who had no means of 
getting medical attendance, he put himself at the head of the 
merchants and gentry, and hurried on to complete a work, and 
was the first to build a hospital, an edifice both lofty and wide, so 
that the sick might find protection therein.

Mr. Tonnochy further stated that the Nampak-hongs had in- 
tended to present an address, but not only was theirs not ready 
but there was no copy of it yet prepared. 

His Excellency then addressed the members of the deputation, 
and said he was aware that it had been understood he was not to 
leave till the 18th instant ; that was the day originally fixed, and 
he quite understood how it was they were not ready for his earlier 
departure. He thanked them for the goodwill expressed in the ad- 
dresses which had been presented to him. He intended it not as 
merely a conventional compliment, but as what he really and sin- 
cerely felt when he said that nothing connected with his adminis- 
tration had given him greater pleasure than the improved tone of 
feeling that existed between the Chinese community and the Go- 
vernment. They must have observed that more reliance was placed 
on them than had ever been the case before. He had received depu- 
tations there, aud they had talked over the provisions of the law 
together. He thought the assistance which the Chinese community 
had given to the Government of late years—during the last two 
or three years especially—in detecting crime, in giving early, 
information to the Government, and in other matters, had been 
of the greatest service. The district watchmen, he thought, had 
worked very usefully and well, a fact which was illustrated by 
the number of crimes detected and the number of criminals brought 
to justice by their means. He knew the Chinese community put 
their hands in their pockets to maintain this force as an | wuxiliary 
to the police, and the Government and the community in general 
were proportionately indebted to them. In saying this, he was 
saying what he really felt, and he would be very glad if it were 
fully explained to then by the Registrar-General. He should 
fepore and hid always reported to the Queen’s Government, his 
satisfaction a! tho assistance rendered thus to the Government by 
the Chinese community. He was very glad to have assisted 
in the building of their new hospital, which he believed 
was destined to be a lasting benefit to their countrymen 
Some observations bad been mae ia some of the journals to the 
effect that the Governor had expressel some mistrust in the 
‘Cainese community with reference to thisinstitution. Ile wished 
them to understand clearly that he never had, and never intended, 
to imply such mistrust. At the time of the Ordinance which 
constituted the Corporation connected with the Hospital, certain 
natural guarantees were introduced, that in the case of the suc- 
cessors of the present body and io all generations the Govern- 
ment mizht have the means of visiting and supervising the ITos- 
pital, and taking care that the obj:cts for which it was founded 
should be carried out. This was done in the case of all institu- 
tions at home, and in the like manner power was reserved 
here, but he never meant to imply any special distrust, 
and he thought his expressions were improperly wrested 
to convey that meaning. He was obliged to them for the 
feeling addresses they had presented, which he should preserve 
asa memento of his administration here. There were, however, 
certain rules in the Queen’s service which prevented Goaernors or 
other officials from receiving presents of pecuniary value, such as 
plate. ‘They would not imagine that he undervalued the gift, or 
the feeling which prompted them to present it, and he hoped the 
Registrar-General would explain this to them fully. There was 
nothing in which the Queen was so particular as the receipt of 
presents by her officers.

The grand jury have made a formal protest against the in« 
sufficient accommodation of the Supreme Court. The Chief 
Justice in reply said :—As to the first matter mentioned in 
their presentment, that of the want of accommodation and 
general unsuitableness of the present building for Court pur- 
poses, he regretted that such was the case, but he believed 
the Government were perfectly aware of it, and he trusted 
that in the course of time it would be remedied. Certainly 
he felt sure any representation made by sucha body of influsatiay 
residents as the grand jury would have due weight. With 
respect to the second matter, the interpretation that had alread y, 
as the grand jury said, been represented to the Government, 
and he tai received the most satisfactory assurances from Go- 
vernment that endeavours would be e to give effect to his 
wishes in this matter. It should also be remembered that the 
obtaining of efficient interpreters here was not an easy matter, 
and that, consequently, there was a great deal of allowance to 
be made on this point ; but having received this assurance, he 
felt certain that every effort would Bs made to place this branch 
of the Court establishment upon a more efficient and satisfactory 
footing. 

With respect to the inconveniences suffered by the grand 
jurors themselves, the Chief Justice would do all in his power to 
remedy the matters complained of. There were, of course, some 
matters over which he could have no control, but in time he hoped 
to get things in little better working order, and so far as possible 
he should try to avoid the delays and inconveniences to which the 
grand jury were subjected. He was aware of the importance of 
their time, being obliged to leave their business, at great incon- 
venience to themselves, to attend to their duties at the session, 
and they should have every facility that could be afforded for the 
despatch of their business as speedily as possible. In conclusion, 
he dismissed the grand jury with the thanks of the colony for the 
very able manner in which they had discharged their duties 
during the present session.

THE “DAILY TELEGRAPH” AND MR. WADE. 

The following is one of the Daily Telegraph's facetious 
lucubrations. It is, of course, distasteful to us to find 
China affairs so handled :— 


Her Britannic Majesty is represented at Peking by a diplomatist 
who is an adept in the art of continuous undaunted ‘ pegging.” Mr. 
Wade never releases from the pressure of his screw the luckless man- 
darin who ia responsible for foreign affairs. Between presenting pro- 
testa, requiring explanations, and importuning for new concessions, 
he has always something on hand. ne of his latest achievements ig 
rather a weighty matter, for which the commercial public will owe 
him corresponding gratitude. It had fallen within his observation 
that when Jobo Chinaman could with impunity vent his personal 
feetings towards the barbarian, he was singularly ingenious in devising 
occasions. If an official, he might exercise his fancy in multiplying 
taxes unknown to the Treaty of 1860, or he might distribute one-sided 
justice from the bench when called upon to adjudicate between Celea- 
tials and strangers. Foreign merchants who stood to natives in the 
unpleasant relation of creditora, very frequently failed to hasten 
liquidation by an appeal to the local magistracy. Chinamen who 
lacked the little brief authority requisite to render themselves legally 
disagreeable would take a shorter way to ease their patriotic souls by 
insulting or molesting foreigners. Mr. Wade has been, as usual, 
agsiduous in representing to Prince Kung the backwardness of the 
Celestial population in learning that first lesson of international cour- 
tesy—respect for treaties. Prince Kung has turned an ear to his re- 
proaches, and addressed, along with bis colleagues, a memorial to the 
Emperor that assumes a more friendly attitude towards the barbarian 
than any previous State document in which his existence has been 
recognised. It owns that here and there in the interior there have 
been instances of surcharges at the Custom-houses, while “in the 
matter of debts, if there have been occasionally accounts due by 
foreign merchants to Chinese long oulstanding, those due by Chinese 
to foreign merchants long outstanding have ncither been few nor 
small.” Prince Kung candidly credits the British Minister with having 
made all these discoveries, and offered an explanation of them in the 
fact cf magistrates boasting that they had neverread the Treaty. The 
memorial expresses a Ministerial opinion that people of foreign States 
coming to trade in China are undoubtedly entitled to be treated with - 
civility. It warnsthe Chinese public generally, aud Mandarins in particu- 
lar, that they have no right to persist in maintaining towards such people 
a feeling of contcrnpt or disrespect, still less to levy duties not sanc- 
tioned by the Treaty. It appeals to native shrewdneas and self-interest 
by inquiring how foreign Governments can be asked to make their 
subjects pay sums which they owe when amounts owing to them are 
in arrear. Jn accordance with the recommendation of his Ministers 
the Emperor has iasued an cdict ordering all the heads of provincial 
Governments to see that local officials read and understand the 
Treatics. The Mandarins who administer the affairs of trade are re- 
quired by it to cause a rcmission of all duties overcharged and an ac- 
celeration of the payment of outstanding debts. Peking has adopted 
the language and the logic of Manchester. If every triple tail in the 
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Empire could be endowed with Prince Kung’s sagacity, Manchester 
practice would soon follow. The vigilant eye of Mr. Wade may in 
time frighten the Mandarins into a comprehension of rules which 
hitherto they have disdained even to read.

Foreign Intelligence, 


UNITED STATES. : 
In our issue of the Srd inst. we published a telegram which stated that 
a Bill repealing the tea and coffee duties from July 1 had been finally 
passed by Congress. We now learn that this Bill was an old measure 
which was passed by the House of Representatives at an early period of 
the present session. This Bill, which was taken up by the Senate on 
the 30th ult., ‘stood as follows :—‘‘ Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United States of America in Congress 
. assembled, that from and after the passage of this Act tea and coffee 
shall be placed on the free list, and no further import duties shall be 
collected upon the same.” The measure was, on motion of Mr. Scott, 
amended £0 as to take effect July 1, and tu apply to goods then in ware- 
hougc, any duties that may have been paid on them to be refunded, and 
was then passed. It is as follows :—“ On and after July 1 next, tea and 
coffee shall be placed on the free list, and no further import duty shall 
be collected from the same; and all tea and coffee which may be in pub- 
lie stores or bonded warehouses on said July 1 shall be subject to no 
duty upon the entry thercof for consumption, and all tea and coffee re- 
maining in said stores on said July 1, on which the dutics shall havo 
been paid, shall be entitled to a refund of the duties paid.” The New 
York Shipping and Commercial List says:—This result, however dia- 
tasteful it may be to some, in the light of a purely economical question, 
will relieve the business mind of a vast weight of suspense. Ever since 
the proposition was first made to relieve these commodities from duties, 
at an early stnge of the session, the market has been unsettled, and, as 
dealers have been without any definite basis of values, trade, as a matter 
of course, has been restricted to the smallest possible limit. But now 
that the question is scttled, and the market is left subject only to the 
natural laws of supply and demand, trade, it is fair to assume, will 
speedily resume its normal condition. The losses that have been sus- 
tamed by importers and dealers in tea and coffee, while Congress has 
for months been making a battledoor and shuttlecock of their interest, 
it would_be impossible to estimate, butgthey are known to be very large ; 
and this fact should stand as a perpetual lesson to our law-makers, that 
in thus trifling with great commercial interests they wantonly inflict an 
itreparable injary upon the whole country. As to-the propriety of re- 
maitting taxes so eveuly diffused among the whole people as were those 
on tea and coffee, we have given our opinion in previous issues. We 
have thought, and still think, it a mistake, but, as the duties have been 
remitted, it were unprofitable to pursue the matter; suffice it that there 
is no possibility of imposing any tariff tax that will pay so much in 
revenue and cost less to the people. According to the revenue collected 
on these two articles during the last fiscal year the Government will 
lose some nineteen millions, as follows :—onj tea, $8,322,994.67; on 
coffee, $10,969,098.77 ; total, $19,292,063.44. What the country will 
gain is not so apparent; but it is certainly to be hoped, where there is 
eo much of positive loss, it may be balanced by some possible gain. 
The proposal that an increased subsidy should be granted to the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company on the establishment of its semi- 
monthly service to China and Japan has been revived, the ‘ Postal Ap- 
propriation Bill” as reported to the Senate by a committee of that 
body containing a provision the same as was before proposed, for dou- 
bling the service and subsidy, but with one important change. This 
change consists in substituting for the words ‘San Francisco” the 
words “some port of the United States on the Pacific coast,” so that 
the Bill appropriates $1,000,000 for steamship service between some port 
of the United States on the Pacific coast and Japan and China, and 
directs the Postinaster-Gencral to contract for aterm of ten years for 
carrying x semi-monthly mail on the said route, at a compensation not 
o exceed the rate per voyage now paid for the monthly service, and 
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upon the same conditions and limitations as prescribed by the existing 
acta of Congress in reference thereto, and the contracts made in pursu-~ 
ance thercof. The measure also contains provisos as to the size of the 
steamships to be hereafter accepted for the said service, the right of Gov- 
ernment to use them In time of war, &c. The effect of the altoration will 
be to leave the selecting of the port optional with the Postmaster-Ge- 
neral, and also to allow him to contract with some steamship company 
other than the Pacific Mail Company, running steamers perhaps to the 
terminus of the Northern Pacific Railroad on Puget Sound. Cali- 
fornia representatives assert that this proposition, as in the interest of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad Companyand against San Francisco and 
the Pacific Mail line, will be opposed by them.

The final adoption, by both branches of Congress, o the Bill reliev- 

ing Tea and Coffee from all duties, relieves the dealers in those com- 
modities of a weight of suspense ; and as this is believed to be about 
all the action that will be had this session in reference to the tariff, 
there is some improvement in trade, though some little time will be 
necessary for the adaptation of affairs to the new order of things before 
activity may be expected. 

TEA. 


The settlement of the duty question, making Tea free, has caused a 
decidedly better feeling in the market, and there has been an active 
inquiry for all descriptions. Dealers have been pursuing the hand to 
mouth policy for some time, and are consequently very poorly supplied, 
and the bulk of the stock is now in thia city. The trade have come 
forward quite freely, and considerable sales have been made, the in- 
quiry favouring Oolong, thoughall descriptions are held with increased 
firmness, and are in good demand. The sales foot up about $1,000 
half-chesta Oolong, 3,300 do. Green, and 8,500 do. Japan. 


Corree.—The market for Brazil, since the passage of the Bill making 
the article free of duty from and after July 1, including all then in 
bond, presents a decidedly more cheerful and buoyant feeling, inas- 
much as the suspense and uncertainty so long hanging over it is now 
removed, and thus relieved, all parties begin to look forward to an 
early resumption of the legitimate trade of the country, so long intere 
rupted by the agitation of the Duty question. As nearly all the large 
dealers and jobbers hold insignificant stocks, and the country is un- 
usually bare of supply, it is seen that a renewal of supplies will bring 
activity, and with that activity higher prices are naturally expected. 
The market for the other descriptions partakes of the improved feel- 
ing, and with some increase of demand for home use, better prices 
have been realised, quotations for some descriptions being 3c. a he. 
per lb. higher, the improvement in Java being 4c. to le. gold. The 
sales include 4,000 mats Java, in lota, from first hands, at 21c. to 23}c. 
gold.

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THE FRENCH IN CHINA. 

Wuertner M. Giquet has done the Chinese any good in 
raising for them an arsenal at Foochow may be very well 
doubted, but that he has rendered a service to (his own) the 
French Government, in regard to their action and policy in 
China, there can be no doubt. In an article in the Revue 
des Deux Mondes he points out the monstrous pretensions 
put forth by the French representatives in China. Possess- 
“ing only the oredit of some half-dozen French mercantile es 
tablishments at Shanghai, they insisted on appropriating land 
equal in extent to all the other Treaty Powers, and which— 
to prove the hollowness of their demands—is now bought or 
rented by the British and other nationalities. The seizure 
of the so-called French Settlement was a pure and 
simple robbery—no more or less. This, coupled with the 
article in their Treaty which stipulates for the restoration of 
all property, in land or houses, possessed by Roman Catholic 
priests during the past century, is sufficient to show that 
the aims of the French in China can be summed up in the 
word “ appropriation.” Again, M. Giquet most wisely im- 
presses on the French Government that unless they put some 
restraint on their missionaries they may look out for another 
“Tientsin Massacre.” He appears to have no hesitation in be- 
lieving that thistmovement was caused by and directed entirely 
against the intolerable assumptions of the Jesuits and priests, 
We commend M. Giquen for the bold manner in which he 
has enunciated his views, and we can assure the French Go- 
vernment that no better advice could be given. We can now 
more fully appreciate the spirit in which the late Lord 
Eta was constrained to speak of the overbearing conduct 
of his allies in the Anglo-French expedition to Peking. 
This alliance, we all know, was condemned by all persons 
having a knowledge of China and the Chinese. It was one of 
the most foolish and short-sighted acts ever committed by 
an English Government. Lord PALMERSTON must cer- 
tainly have gained some important advantage in his relations 

_with the French Government, or he would never have con- 
sented to such a suicidal course. 














By the last mail from Washington it is reported that the 
Senate has again taken into consideration the proposed in- 
crease in the subsidy to the Pacific Mail Company. They 
have probably been urged to do this in consequence of the 
establishment of a British line across the Pacific to Japan 
and China. The Vew York Journal of Commerce on this

‘Ir the late Lord Exain could only now look on Japan, 
that country “so bright and so fair,” his heart would in- 
deed be charmed. It would be peculiarly acceptable to his 
benevolent character to see the fruit of his Treaty of 1858. 
His visit to Japan is described in his correspondence as a 
delightful change to the irksome duties involved iu the 
Treaty with China, the performance of which was a daily 
martyrdom to him. In his correspondence from Yedo he 
writes :— 

I consider this the most interesting expedition Iever made. The 
total absence of anything like want among the people, their joy- 
ous, though polite, respectful demeanour, the combination of that 
sort of neatness and finish which weattainin England by theexpen- 
diture of great wealth with tropical luxuriance, made me feel that 
at last [had found something which entirely surpassed all the expec- 
tations I had formed. And I am bound to say that the social and 
moral condition of Japan has astonished me quite as much as its 
material beauty. Every man, from the Emperor (who never leaves 
his palace) to the humblest labourer, lives under a rigid rule, pre- 
scribed by lawand customcombined ; and the Government, through 
its numerous agents, among whom are hosts of spies, or more pro- 
perly inspectors (for there is no secrecy or concealment about this 
proceeding), exercises & close surveillance jover the acts of each 
folividual ; but in so far as one can judge, this system 
is not felt to be burdensome by any. All seem to 
think it the most natural thing in the world that things 
should move in the orbit in which they are placed ; the 
agents of authority wear their two swords; but, as they never 
use them except for the purpose of ripping themselves up, the 
privilege does not seem to be felt to be invidious. My interpreter, 
a Dutchman, sent to me by the United States Consul-General, has 
been two years in the country, and he assures me that he has never 
seen a Japanese in @ passion, and never saw @ parent beat a child. 
An inexhaustible fund of good temper seems to prevail in the com- 
munity. Whenever, in our discussions on business, we get on 
rough ground, I always find that a joke brings us at once upon 
dhe levs again. ; 

The last move in the right direction which we have from 
Japan, is a telegram announcing the promulgation of a de- 
cree, annulling the edicts formerly issued against Chris- 
tianity. We trust that both Protestant and Roman Catholic 
missionaries, will make a prudent use of this fresh assurance 
of the Japanese Government, to carry out friendly relations 
with Western Powers. 





PRINCE KUNG’S MEMORIAL. 

Sg_pom has the mail from China brought such unmixed 
good news. Itis a red letter one. The few instances we have 
had to record of enlightened action on the part of the Govern- 
ment have been generally neutralised by obstructive conduct 
on the part of the provincial authorities, and when these latter 
have shown a disposition to carry out loyally the terms of 
the Treaties their zeal has been checked by unmistakable 
hints from Peking. Now, however, for the first time, both 
the Tsung-li-Yamen and the provincial Governors appeat to 
be united in their endeavours to mete out justice to foreign- 
ers and to enforce without reserve our Treaty rights. A 
memorial, the importance of which can hardly be over-esti- 
mated, appearing as it does at a moment when the Audience 
Question is about to be discussed, has recently been pre- 
sented to the Throne by Prince Kune and his colleagues on 
the subject of foreign relations, the whole tone of which is 
well calculated to inspire us with confidence for the future. 
It is possible that the disrespect lately shown to Mr. WDE in 
the streets of Peking may have been the moving cause of its 
presentation, since great stress is laid in it on the importance 
of treating the foreign Ministers residing in Peking “with high 
consideration,” and if this is the case the gamins of Peking are 
to be congratulated on having been the innocent causes of the 
publication of so important a document. The PRINCE re- 
views with a satisfaction which we can scarcely share, the 
general conduct of the officials and people of China towards 
foreigners since the signing of the Treaty ; but still he 
thinks that there might possibly have been isolated cases in 
which foreigners have been unjustly and improperly treated. 
He is confirmed in this supposition by the fact that Mr. 
Wang has complained to the Tsung-li-Yamen “that the 
“people of China are in the habit of behaving disrespect- 
“ fully to the officials and people of foreign States ; that the 
“Chinese authorities, so far from taking steps to restrain 
“them, do, on the contrary, display an unfriendly spirit, and 
“that the common people, under the influence of what they 
“are constantly seeing and hearing, become actuated by this 
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“in a yet more serious degree ; that the merchants aro 
‘*overtaxed by the Custom-houses ; that in some instances 
“ they suffer by a want of vigilance on the part of the offi- 
“cials to whom they should look; that in some they are 
“defrauded by the Government bankers or by ordinary 
“traders, and that the authorities, instead of compelling the 
“debtors to pay, screen them from justice; the result of 
“ which ie that there is an arrear of cases, the accumulation 
“ of years, unsettled.” Further, Mr. Wave complains “ that 
“in a discussion on business with the magistrate of the dis- 
“trict of Kwang-tsi in Hu-peh, the local authority stated 
“that he had never read the Treaty.” If these grievances 
have any real foundation in fact, and the Princz does not 
deny that they have, he thinks that an end should at once 
be put to them, and he urges the Emperor to issue stringent 
orders insisting on the faithful observance of the Treaty, and 
on the just settlement of all foreign claims against China- 
men. Further, he would have the natives warned against 
treating foreigners with disrespect, and he recommends that 
provincial Governors should be ordered to see that their 
subordinates are acquainted with the terms of the Treaties. 
Mr. Wane is: to be congratulated on having elicited this 
memorial from the Yamen. It contains a confession of 
abuses which have hitherto been either denied or explained 
away, and it will at least be a powerful lever in the hands of 
the foreign Ministers should similar causes of complaint 
again arise. But above and beyond this let us hope that it 
marks the commencement of a new era in our relations with 
China, and that it is but a prelude to more important con- 
cessions which are to follow. The time chosen for its pub- 
lication is significant, and it may very possibly have been 
intended to prepare the minds of the people for the announce- 
ment that the Government is at length determined to ac- 
knowledge our equality as a nation with themeelves, and to 
admit our Ministers into the Imperial presence. Let us 
hope this will prove to be the case. 

As a fitting accompaniment to Prince Kuna’s memorial 
we hear from Kiukiang that the Superintendent of Customs 
at that port has sanctioned the issue to native merchants of 
Transit Passes to protect goods of foreign origin—their 
own property—to marts in the interior, The import- 
ance of this step will be at once apparent, and should the 
example thus happily set be followed at the other open 
ports the impetus which will be given to trade will be 
beyond caloulation. It is possible to suppose that in 
issuing this order the Superintendent has been solely 
actuated by a desire to secure the Transit Duties which had 
previously been collected at Chinkeang and Ningpo ; but 
this consideration does not alter the value of the advance 
gained nor diminish the hope that a similar desire to benefit 
their own exchequers at the expense of those of their neigh- 
bours will induce other superintendents to adopt the same 
course. It is a coincidence worthy of remark that the pub- 
lication of these concessions to our interests should be 
synchronous with the announcement of the death of the 
most powerful opponent of foreigners in China. In TsEn- 
Kwo-F'an the anti-foreign party have lost their chief sup- 
port, and by his decease is removed the principal obstacle 
to the more enlightened course which Prince Kune appears 
now willing to follow. 








Monetary and Commercial, 


The half-yearly meeting of the P. and 0. Steam Navigation 
Company will be held on June 6, to declare a dividend. 

The imports of tea during last month, as stated in the Board 
of Trade Returns, were slightly smaller than in April, 1871, but 

-a much larger proportion of the total consisted of Indian growths, 

as was also the case during the previous months of this year, 
more than two-thirds of the total increase in imports for the four 
months (which amounts to over 3,000,000 lbs.) having consisted 
of these kinds. Home consumption for the month shows a falling 
off of 1,250,000 lbs., and four months of nearly 1,500,000 Ibs., but 
exports show an increase of more than 1,000,000 Ibs. for the 
month, and of more than 500,000 Ibs. for the four months. The 
official stock on 30th ult. showed an excess of over 6,000,000 lbs., 
being nearly 102,000,000 lbs., against 95,500,000 lbs., at the same 
date of the previous year. 

The Produce Markets Review has the following remarks upon 
the sampling of Tea in bond. ' 

We have recently received many communications complaining of the 
very unsatisfactory character of a large proportion of the Tea accepted 
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by the dock and public warehouse keepers In exchange for that take® 
from the packages for samples. Sevcral of the cases to which out 
attention has been called have been of the most glaring description. 
In one iustance some half-chests of very fine Moyane Gunpowder, sold 
at 4s. Id. per lb., had been sampled, and some common Twankay, worth 
less than 1s., had been placed in the package as an equivalent for what 
was taken out. In another case, some Congou, worth about 10d. per 
lb., was substituted for fine Moning. A letter has been addressed to 
the proprietors of all the bonded Tea warehouse in London, calling 
their attention to the matter, and requesting that a closer examination 
should be made into the value of the Tea tendered as returns, and we 
trust that some practical benefit will result 
Tenders for £600,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England on the 15th inst. The amounts allotted were— 
To Calcutta, £528,800 ; Bombay, £58,000 ; and Madras, £13,200 
The minimum was fixed at 1s. 10$d. on all the Presidencies, 
showing a decline of $d. Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at 
1s, 10$d. will receive about 56 per cent., and on Bombay at that 
rice in full. These results show a further diminution in the 
emand for remittances to the Hast. 


Bar Silver is very quiet, there is no demand whatever for the 
East, and the limited amounts to hand are taken for Holland.- 
The price may be considered as steady,fat 603d. to 604d. per oz. 
standard. Mexican Dollars remain as last quoted, the arrivals 
having been very small.

TEA. 

During the past week the market has been very quiet ; the amount of 
business continues unusually small, and where Importers are anxious 
to close invoices lower prices have been taken. The quantity offered 
at public sale has been rather amaller, both of India and China Teas, 
but the former continue difficult of sale, even at the low prices current. 
Public sales have consisted of 14,214 packages, of which 13,966 pack- 
ages have been sold, all without reserve. The deliveries for the week 
have been 8,016,481 lbs., against 2,695,741 lbs. last year. The only 
arrivals have been a few parcels of Tea, per Overland steamer. 

Black.—Red-leaf kinds: siftings have sold at former low prices. 
Broken-leaf kinds and fair to good common show no change, the de- 
mand being limited. Fair to good Kaisows are only saleable in small 
parcels at rather easier rates. In fine to finest there is but little 
doing. Pak Lin kinds remain without material change. Black-leaf 
kinds: the demand for the low qualities is sluggish at about previous 
prices. In fair to good common but little has been done. Fair me- 
dium remain steady, with a moderate demand. In good medium 
to fine a few sales have been made for export at rather easier prices. 
Finest remain firm. Amoy kinds show no improvement. In New-make 
Canton kinds sales have been made, at public auction, from 104d. to 104d. 
per lb. forcommon. Fair are difficult of sale at rather lower prices. 
About 1,700 boxes new season were sold from 2a. to 28. 2d. per Ib. 
Oolongs: Common have been taken for export at rather better prices, 
in fair to good the sales making are at low prices. Souchongs havo 
been sold, at public sale, for fair to good quality at the decline last 
quoted.
